gardening*, but when grown exten¬ 
sively for timber or in planting land 
unsuitable for agricultural purposes 
it i s known as Forestry. 

The raising of wheat, oats, barley 

other grains, grasses and roots on a 
large scale belong- to agriculture. . 

The earliest records of the art come 
to us from the monuments of ancient 
Egypt giving- plans of irrigated gar¬ 
dens going back sixteen centuries be- 
the ancient Egyptian tombs. In India 
of various fruits, cultivated flowers 
and shrubs have been found amtong 
tre ancient Egyptian tombs. In India 
and China gardens rave been cultiv¬ 
ated from time immemorial and many 
of the Chinese are very expert in this 
almost universally loved art. It was 
introduced into 1 Britain by the Rom¬ 
ans, who brought with them many 
fruits, pot herbs and decorative 
plants, but they did not aid the Bri 
tains in its development, consequent¬ 
ly gardening fell into disuse. It was 
revived by the monks who devoted 
considerable time to the cultivation of 
mtdicinal herbs.. 

About the middle of the twelfth 
century, gardens were formed around 
the chief castles, planted with bush 
fruits, trees and herbs. The practice 
soon spread among the rural popu¬ 
lation, who rapidly increased fheir 
productions to include the growing of 
apples, cheries, pears peas, btans, 
onions, garlic and other herbs. 

At the present time horticulure the 
world over has reached a very high 
state of perfection. The production 
of new' varieties of fruits and flow- 
erg being of common occurrence, and 
it is only a question of time when 
varieties of the more highly developed 
fruits will'be produced suitable to the 
prairie provinces of Canada. 

The chief factor's, determining what 
can be grown satisfactorily, are gen¬ 
eral climatic conditions, character of 
soil, asqect and cultivation.

HOW CANADA 

IS GOVERNED 


MEETING OP 
PARLIAMENT 


Parliament is called together for the 
“despatch of business” by proclama¬ 
tion issued by the governor-general 
upon the advice of his council,. 

The crown’s action is guided in this 
respect by the provision in the con- 
must be a session of parliament once 
at least in every year. In other, 
words, twelve months must not elapse 
between the close of one session and 
the beginning of another session of 
parliament. 

The duration of a parliament can¬ 
not exceed five years altogether. (In 
1916, owing to the war, the imperial 
parliament, at the request of Can¬ 
ada, extended the term of parlia¬ 
ment for one year, i.e., to 7th Octo¬ 
ber 1917.). 

But the crown may dissolve it at 
any time during the five years if it 
is deemed expedient to appeal to the 
people. 

ELECTIONS AFTER A 
GENERAL ELECTION 

In the foregoing paragraphs I have 
given some explanations as to the 
way a general election is conducted. 

In case a member resigns, or dies. 


or his seat is declared vaant by a 
court of law, what is called a by- 
election is held for the particular 
constituency that is vacant. The 
Speaker—or. if there is no Speaker, 


two members of the House— issue a 
warrant to the clerk of the crown in 
chancery, a writ of election is issued 
by the authority of the governor-in- 
council, and the proceedings is res¬ 


pect to nomination, election, voting 
by ballot, and certificate of return of

The same rate of six per cent for 
hail insurance will be maintained next 
year in the provinces of Manitoba and 
Alberta, but in Saskatchewan an in¬ 
crease of two per cent will be charg¬ 
ed in a few townships only in the 
southern part of the province, it was 
decided by companies embraced in 
the Canadian Hiail Insurance Under¬ 
writers’ association at their annual 
meeting at Winnipeg, last Friday. 

It was stated that the damage done 
in the southern Saskatchewan town¬ 
ships bordering on the international 
boundary has been so continuous that 
the increased rate has to to be crarg- 


That the next election in Alberta 
will be under the proportional repre¬ 
sentation system, appears to be as- 
surred from a statement made, Fri¬ 
day last, by Premier Greenfield. 

“The United Farmers of Alberta 
have always stood strongly for pro¬ 
portional representation, and there is 
no doubt that the question will come 
before the provincial legislature be¬ 
fore the next elections” declared Mr 
Greenfield to the Edmonton Journal. 

The premier added that personally 
he was a strong advocate of the sys¬ 
tem and would like to see it brought 
into force. From what can be gather¬ 
ed the same attitude generally per¬ 
vades the rank and file of the United 
Farmers which adds to tht likelihood 
of early legislation on tre question. 

“Every election which has been held 
recently simply adds to the force of 
the arguments advanced in favor of 
proportional representation” asserted 
Premier Greenfield—Edmonton Jour¬ 
nal.

Was Voted Down at 
Winnipeg

Winnipeg, Dec. 1—A motion to pe¬ 
tition the Dominion government for 
the re—establishment of the wheat 
board was voted down by- a huge ma¬ 
jority at the annual meeting of the 
United Grain Growers, Limited, here 
today. The im(eeting then adjourned 
until further Saturday morning, when 
further discussion on the formation of 
a wheat pool will be held. Thirty-six 
thousand shareholders from the 
rrairie provinces are represented at 
the meeting of 500 delegates. 

The retiring directors, with the ex 
ception of Roderick McKenzie were 
reelected by acclamation. Mr. Mc- 
ud,flfl p-hhof6RC 

Kenzie, who is one of the pioneers of 
the organized farmers movement of 
western Canada, was re-nominated 
but declined to accept on account of 
il health. The directors are: Hon. 
T. A. Crefar, president; C. Rice- 
Jones general manager; John Ken¬ 
nedy, member of the executive and 
D G. McKenzie, Brandon, director. 
It i s expected that Mr. Crerar will 
be re-elected to the presidency of the 
board when that body convenes to¬ 
morrow or Monday. 

The presentation of the nancial re¬ 
port showed that tre profits for the 
year ending August 31, 1921, totalled 
$233,743.47 as compard with $467,- 
675.64 for 1920, and $148,549.27 for 
1919. The total c-urrentasets of the 
company amount to $5,975,063.32, 
as againtet current liabilities of 
capital of the company is now $2,- 
765,683,32 and they reserve $1,765,000 
A six per cent divident amounting to 
$161,709.19 was paid out to the share 
holders by the board of directors two I 
months ago. The.report was adopted,

A candidate may be disqualified 
from sitting in the commons, or vot¬ 
ing, or holding any office, in the gift 
of the crown for seven years, when 
he is proved personally guilty of brib¬ 
ery, and the voters may be severely 
punished when corruption is proved 
against them. The law is excellent 
if the public will only see that it is 
enforced.

The methods of business which the 
houses follow are intended to pro¬ 
mote the dispatch and efficiency of 
legislation. Their rules and usages 
are, in all essential particulars, de¬ 
rived from those of the English par¬ 
liament . 

On . the day parliament has been 
summoned by the crown to meet, the 
governor-general, either in person or 
by a deputy—if by deputy, generally 
th e chief justiceof Canada—proceeds 
to the Upper chamber and there, seat¬ 
ed on tile throne, the members of the 
house of commons' being also present, 
reads in the two languages the speech 
in which his government sets forth 
the principal measures which they

This speech, which is generally a 
concise and short document, is the 
first business considered by the two 
houses, though in the House of Com¬ 
mons a bill is always introduced as a 
matter of form to show that the 
house has power if it wishes to do 
other business first. 

As soon as the answer to the ad¬ 
dress has been passed, which con¬ 
sists of formal thanks for the speech, 
the houses proceed to appoint the 
.committees, and commence the regu¬ 
lar business of the session. 

The proceedings commence every 
day with prayers, taken from the 
Church of England liturgy, and read 
by the speakers in English or French 
according - to his nationality. 

The rules of the two houses do not 
vary much with respect to the, con¬ 
duct of business.

The laws for the preservation of 
the independence of parliament and 
the prevention of corrupt practices at 
elections are very severe, and all that 
is necessary to prevent corruption is 
a strong public opinion to insist up¬ 
on the enforcement of the law. 

The acceptance by a member of the 
house of commons of an office of em¬ 
olument or profit from the crown va¬ 
cates his seat. 

Members of that house, when call¬ 
ed to the government .as ministers 
with salaries, vacate their seats and 
must he re-elected, though if the 
whole government has not resigned 
an exchange of offices can take place 
between ministers. 

All other salaried officer^ in the 
public service and contractors with 
the government are forbidden to sit 
in the house of commons—an excep¬ 
tion being made, as in England, of 
officers in the military service. 

Since 1874 the house has transferr¬ 
ed to the courts its jurisdiction over 
the trial of controverted or disputed 
elections, which previously had been 
considered by committees of the house 
of commons, exposed to all the insid¬ 
ious influences of political partisan¬ 
ship. The courts in the several prov¬ 
inces are now the tribunals for the
